With this, the third issue of CFR, I feel it is time 
I explained further the philosophy behind this news- 
gine/reviewzine, and how it will work. 


Comics fandom, or rather the fannish non-dealer part of 
comics fandom, has degenerated over the last few years 
into a state of fractionated confusion that is wasting 
time, money and artistic effort for all those involved. 
The Buyer's Guide For Comic Fandom, although in most 
ways quite satisfactory for the rapidly growing 
commercial dealer sector of fandom, has become quite 
unsatisfactory for the fannish sector. Fanzine editors 
are forced to spend large fractions of their budgets on 
advertising that reaches far more people than are real+ 
ly interested in comics fanzine buying. Many editors 
cannot even afford to advertise in TBG. Fanzine buyers 
must sort through TBG and try to determine what to buy 
from scant uninformative ads. Convention goers must do 
the same. And lord knows, there is no reliable souree 
of fannish news (as The Comic Reader is for professione 
al news). Comics fandom is in desparate need of a 
fannish focus. 


I hope that COMICOLOGY FAN REVIEW will eventually fill 
that need. Here's how it will work: 


FANZINE REVIEWS: All fanzines or other publications of 


a fannish nature sent free for review will be reviewed.° 


Only the current issue will be reviewed, although back 
issues may be sent for reviewer perspective. All edi-<i 
tors will receive the copy of CFR containing the review 
of their fanzine free. 


CONVENTION REPORTS: Reports of any and all conventions 
held anywhere in the world are solicited. If there is 
a convention in your area that you plan to attend, 
write and tell me if you plan to write a report. If 
possible, photos of the con would be appreciated and 
used whenever possible. 


CONVENTION LISTING AND NEWS: If you are planning a 
convention, send current news of the plans of your con- 
vention each month to CFR. News of all cons will be 
printed, with the exception of small one-day dealers 
only cons. 


FAN NEWS: If you or any fan you know plans any project 
in comics fandom, write and let us know. All news of 
fannish non-professional nature will be printed. (This 
is a broad category; if a fan does pro work or a pro 
does fan work, both are fan news.) Anything any fan 
is doing or is planning is news. In some cases, doing 
nothing will be considered news (i.e. Joe Phan is 
leaving fandom for good to become a hermit.) 


LETTERS: Letters of comment are always solicited, 
whether they are to discuss something in the current 
CFR, or to make some other point or observation about 
comics and related fandoms. The most interesting will 
be printed, 


FANNISH ARTICLES/CHECKLISTS: CFR will always be open 
to articles or checklists of a fannish nature. Write 
first if you have an idea in this area, 
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ADVERTISING: Advertising of a fannish nature will be 
accepted for CFR. This is meant for back issue fan- 
zines, posters, and other fannish items that are not 
covered in the review section. Rates are as follows: 
$15/full page, $8/5 page, $4/i page and $2/tenth 
page. Layout sizes and additional information is 
available on request. CFR has a print run of 500 
copies, and a guaranteed circulation of 250 within 
one month at the current time. 


So that’s it. If it's in the present, we review it. 
If it's in the future, it’s printed as news. If it 
is from the past, you advertise. That should cover 
just about everything. See you next issue.

After years of work, and an unfortunate year at the 
printer, George Beahm’s index to the work of Vaughn 
Bode is finally availiable. And it's beautiful. There 
will undoubtedly never be a more complete index of 
Vaughn's work. I can barely begin to describe or list 
everything that's in this index. The full color Bode 
covers are on heavy stock and very nicely done, 
There's an introduction by Vaughn, pages and pages of 
samples of his work, dozens of photographs, and the 
index section, annotated by Vaughn and George, is very 
probably the complete list of everything Vaughn did 
from 1965-1975 (all that was published, that is). 

The price may seem high, but it will go higher next 
fall, and if you've ever been touched by the genius of» 
Vaughn Bode, this book is a bargain.

Fantasy Crossroads continues to be the best of the 
fantasy fanzines, with a format even more impressive 
new that it's wrap-around. The cover this issue is a 
beautiful Corben piece printed in blue, which needs no 
description. This is the Spicy Adventure issue. To this 
end, three unpublished pulp-era spicy adventure stories 
are presented by Robert HE. Howard, Tevis Clyde Smith 
(friend of REH) and Cliff M. Eddy, Jr. Although the 
stories are not overly impressive to the non-spicy ad- 
venture fan, the illustrations by Caldwell, Fabian 

and to a lesser degree Huber, are impressive. Also 
featured is a holograph and typescript of a letter from 
Lovecraft to Clark Ashton Smith, with an addendum of 
explanation by Dirk Mosig. The artists represented are 
fantastic throughout, Day, Arnold, Cruz, et cetera, with 
the notable exception of some work by Lee Brown Coye. 
And of course, there are letters, reviews, and evén°ca™ 
short story by L. Sprague de Camp. Highly reccommended 
to all fans of fantasy or pulp fiction.

Almost all of the ad 
revenue has been lost to TBG; most of the ads in RBCC 
are in-house. There is a very good cover by Kerry 
Gammill and an excellent back cover of Magnus by Steve 
Fabien, Gammill also concludes his rather well-done 
adaption of Spinrad's Subjectivity. There's an excel- 
lent article on Magnus, a Kell-Pogo portfolio, a nice 
article on Dell's Frank Thomas, a report on one of the 
New York Star Trek cons (who can tell them apart?), and 
Don Rosa's usually informative but ridiculously over- 
written information column. RBCC has had better single 
issues, but remains a good buy.

A number of films were shown throughout the day, 
which I didn't get to see, being stationed principally 
in the dealer's room. The best part of the con, how- 
ever, had to be the guests, Len Wein and Al Milgrom, 
Instead of the usual questions and answers on “What is 
Jack Kirby doing next week?", Len and Al sat down with 
about 50 assorted fans and collectively plotted a 
filler issue of the Hulk. So, if one day you pick up a 
copy of the Hulk and are greeted by one of Marvel's 
"“the-dreaded-dead line-doom-has-struck-again-but-we-had- 
this-story-in-our-files” blurbs and find out that one 
of Doc Doom's minions is trying to steal a gem in the 
Museum of Natural Hiatory and battles the Hulk, you'll 
know what Len did in Ithaca. Al was busy sketching for 
fans all afternoon - except when he and Len were 
Playing auctioneer. 

The auction was amazing. There is always some 
confusion, of course, but the gang in Ithaca managed to 
keep it to a minimum. And the auctioneer team of Wein 
‘and Milgrom has to be the funniest in fandom, They — 
managed to stay funny through 70 lots, a little too much 
for the size of the audience. They also managed to get 
some decent bids out of the trowd, 


After the auction, Len talked with fans and Al went 
back to doing sketches. ‘Len revealed, among other 
things, that he touch types, not using just two fhgers 
(every con should have its bit of absolutely irrevelent 
trivia). 

I left at 8 PM, and Al was still sketching. Since 
there will almost definitely be an Ithacon II, fans in 
the western New York and northern Pennsylvania would do 
well to keep it in mind. It was fun.
